The 8 O’Clock Club met regularly at his shop for discussion of local 
affairs, old times, real estate and sometimes politics. Jesse displayed at the 
shop many local and patriotic memorabilia. 


Even with the move of the Barber Shop from the Main Street location 
to his home, Jesse continued to meet with the 8 O’Clock Club and worked under 
poor health conditions, always saying ‘‘I’m fine,’’ and continuing on with his 
day.

“Syne”’ 
March 24, 1913 - November 30, 1987 


Syne spent his 74 years in the town he cared for most - Meredith. A fiercely 
loyal patriot, he volunteered for the Navy Seabees during World War II, ser- 
ving in New Guinea, ignoring a medical deferment. He was a member of the 
Griggs-Wyatt Post 33 American Legion and a charter member of Burns-Olden 
Post V.F.W. He was also a member of the St. Charles Church, and the Laconia 
Elks Lodge. Syne worked as Sales Manager for more than 25 years at Scott 
& Williams in Laconia, retiring in 1979. He also served as an active member 
of the Inter-Lakes School Board for several years. 


Above all else, Syne’s family came first. He and his wife Ada, of fifty 
years, and their three sons and one daughter made birthdays, holidays, and 
the annual Labor Day Clam Bake, at their Lake Waukewan Camp, active 
celebrations. This enthusiasm for family, friends, and town made Syne well 
known as ‘‘one of those town characters,’ that has formed Meredith’s 
personality. 


Although never wealthy by financial standards, he always said ‘‘money 
is no object.’’ When it came to his love of family and friends, and loyalty 
towards his town and country he left us all much richer for being part of our 
lives.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


Each year as part of the Annual Town Report, the Selectmen attempt 
to recap the accomplishments of the past year. It should come as no surprise 
that once again the Town has been the focus of tremendous growth and change 
as is evidenced in the following list of projects either completed or under way. 
There was virtually no one in Town who went untouched by one or more of 
the activities undertaken since January 1987. 


During the past year work on the upgrade of our water system has begun. 
We are very pleased with the progress of that project. The water storage tank 
is complete and the work on the distribution lines is nearly finished and the 
construction of our treatment plant is well under way. The sewer extension 
projects authorized by previous Town Meeting votes for Cotton Hill/Pollard 
Shores Road and Eaton Parkway have been essentially completed. The goal 
of protecting our town’s water supply has been advanced tremendously by 
the voter’s willingness to address this area of concern. 


The revaluation project is in its final stages. We are presently reviewing 
applications for abatements following reviews of a number of properties. In 
order to monitor the changes in sales activities, we will be conducting a 
thorough review of all valuations throughout the next year. We will be install- 
ing the computer programs which will allow us to maintain equitable 
assessments over a period of years. 


Meredith has also been faced with the issue of solid waste. In an effort 
to meet state and federal requirements, the town has curtailed the use of its 
incinerators and joined the Sullivan County Regional Refuse Disposal District. 
The newly built transfer station is in operation and during the next several 
months we will be refining our operations in order to best meet the needs of 
the community. 


In addition to these major projects, the Library construction is continu- 
ing with an expected completion date of September 1988. Childs park has 
undergone the first stage of its remodeling and the refurbishing work at 
Prescott Park is nearly completed. 


In the previous paragraphs we have attempted to give you a capsule 
report of the major activities which have taken place in Town in the year 1987. 
The scope and depth of these projects speaks very highly of the commitment 
that townspeople have made to the betterment of this community. Meredith 
is fast gaining a reputation for dealing with its problems in an effective and 
innovative manner. For example, the organization of ‘‘Tire Day’’, the spon- 
sorship of a Household Hazardous Waste Day have sparked interest in many 
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surrounding communities. We want to recognize the dedication and tenacity 
of our Town Manager and many of the town’s employees. Without their hard 
work and thoroughness, we could never have accomplished all that has been 
done in the past year. We must rely on their continued drive and the support 
of the community to complete our tasks. There is still much to be done in the 
Town of Meredith. During the next several months, we will need to address 
the regulations regarding the use of Lake Waukewan and the surrounding 
watershed. We will be refining the regulations and procedures for use of the 
Transfer Station. We will be evaluating the road program and the equipment 
replacement schedules for the Town and establishing and monitoring the 
Capital Improvements Program. We will be asking the town to support the 
further improvements of our parks and to seek purchase of lands which will 
benefit the townspeople, both from a use and a conservation standpoint. We 
must address the problem of tainted wells in a section of town. Our State 
Representatives and Senator and Councilor have been most supportive in this 
effort and we will continue to work with them in seeking a solution to this 
problem. We hope to establish other programs working cooperatively with 
neighboring towns and the Lakes Region Planning Commission to address 
among other things the issue of stump dumps. We will monitor the sales data 
and building information closely in order to anticipate any problems which 
the growth in our region may cause. 


We can be successful in these endeavors only if we have the continued 
support and participation of those directly involved, the residents of the Town 
of Meredith. We invite your ideas, we welcome your attendance at meetings 
and we encourage all of you to give of your time and talents. While we may 
not often say so, we appreciate the many hours our boards and commissions 
spend on their duties and we are proud to be a part of and serve this 
community. 
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Town Manager’s Report 


I am very pleased with the success of our programs and projects as I 
complete my second year as Town Manager of Meredith. We have completed 
a number of road and drainage projects; are currently constructing the water 
treatment plant; the water storage tank; also replacing major water lines 
and extending sewer lines around Lake Waukewan. In addition to these ma- 
jor issues, the method of handling our solid waste has changed with an em- 
phasis on recycling. Meredith can be very proud of being in compliance with 
today’s Federal and State regulations in dealing with the matter of solid waste. 


We continue to progress with our housekeeping items such as: review 
of ordinances (Municipal Code Book), microfilming our records and improv- 
ing our structures. 


As we look towards 1988, you will see efforts to improve traffic conges- 
tion, the completion of our existing projects and always we will strive to main- 
tain the quality of services. 


I would like to thank all of you who participated or assisted us throughout 
the year, with a special thanks to the entire staff and the Meredith Board of 
Selectmen for their cooperation.

Selectman Hayes turned the Meeting over to Town Manager, Eric S. 
Meserve. Mr. Meserve used a slide presentation that showed the current facili- 
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ty and problems and the new Regional Facility in Claremont that we would 
be joining. The State Permits to operate the incinerator expire in November. 
It would be costly to repair them and they still would not meet E.P.A. Stan- 
dards. Mr. Meserve said it could cost Town millions of dollars to expand the 
incinerator and to have a lined landfill. The Town has been transferring some 
of the garbage this summer because of the extreme amounts, 62 ton in March 
to double that this summer (over 4600 ton). The $650,000.00 Bond Issue would 
cover: $45,000.00 for scales, $30,000.00 for Engineering, $50,000.00 contingen- 
cy, $140,000.00 Building, $140,000.00 Site Work, $158,000.00 compactor/hopper, 
and $87,000.00 for a tractor. The compactor would be able to compact 18 ton 
per trailer load. 


The capital cost would be $117,857.00 per year. There was considerable 
discussion from the floor relative to the life span of current incinerators, the 
need for more study, single district, additional operating costs, tax impact, 
per mile cost to haul garbage to Claremont, enforcement of Refuse Ordinance, 
tipping fees, recycling, and sub-contracting tractors & trailers versus town- 
owned equipment. 


Herberta Stark moved the question, seconded - motion carried. Moderator 
Parkman declared discussion ended and polls open at 8:30 p.m. for a ballot 
vote. Polls closed at 9:30 p.m. Total vote was 124. 


86 YES 38 NO 
Motion was declared passed in the affirmative by a 2/3 vote majority. 
ARTICLE 2 


Selectman Christine Hayes moved and Selectman Robert Ambrose 
seconded to see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions of RSA 53-B:1-11, 
inclusive, relative to regional disposal districts, enter into and to join with 
the Towns of Acworth, Cornish, Croydon, Goshen, Grantham, Lempster, New 
London, Newport, Plainfield and Sunapee and the City of Claremont in the 
Sullivan County Regional Refuse Disposal District Agreement, which pro- 
vides for the establishment of a regional refuse disposal district and to enter 
into an intergovernmental agreement pursuant to RSA 53-A, the Sullivan 
County Regional Refuse Disposal District Agreement, as amended, filed with 
the Board of Selectmen. (Passage requires written ballot.) 


Town Manager, Eric S. Meserve, explained the benefits of joining the 
Sullivan County Regional Refuse Disposal District (SCRRDD) was that the 
27 million dollar plant was already built and operational. It would be a long 
range solution and they sell electricity to area utilities which would provide 
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a cost savings. There was some general discussion from the floor. Both Select- 
men Hayes and Ambrose gave their support to joining the Sullivan County 
District as it is the best solution to the problem. 


Mr. Alex Levy moved the question which was seconded and passed. The 
vote was:

on a paper ballot as requested by the SCRRDD. Moderator Parkman declared 
the article passed in the affirmative.

Between July 1986 and 1987, we experienced fewer fires than normal. The 
two leading causes of forest fires were again children and fires kindled without 
written permission of a Forest Fire Warden. Both causes are preventable, 
but only with your help. 


Please help our Town and State Forest Fire officials with forest fire 
prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a State timber harvest regulation is the responsibility 
of State Forestry officials. Our State has excellent timber harvest regulations; 
however, your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a State timber harvest 
law may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden. 


If you own Forest Land, you became responsible for the timber tax pay- 
ment starting April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law that will 
impact all forest landowners. Contact your Board of Selectmen for timber 
tax forms.

Last year, I reported that I had completed an Emergency Response Plan 
for the Town of Meredith. This report had taken many years to write and was 
intended to help this community meet emergency goals. The plan looked very 
good on paper, but needed to be tested to see just what it provided. Without 
a test, we could not truly understand what we had or what required additional 
attention. 


After several months of preparation, I scheduled a drill to test the plan 
and to see how emergency personnel responded to the emergency presented 
to them. 


The results of the drill were better than hoped. Problems were located 
and corrections were made with additional equipment being provided to han- 
dle the problems in the future. 


The drill provided me with much to be absorbed and addressed in the 
coming year. At this time, plans are under way to carry out recommenda- 
tions and to provide selected trainings in areas that need attention. Looking 
forward to 1988, I feel the need to redirect many areas of the Emergency 
Response Plan to better meet anticipated needs. 


Information of this type can only be gained when all people charged with 
Emergency Services become involved. Their participation in a program of 
this nature makes their community that much better for the effort. 


It is my obligation to allow the plan to grow along with this community. 
It is also my sworn obligation to provide and to protect as much as humanly 
possible the lives and well-being of the residents of Meredith. This job I ac- 
cept with the considerations and obligations that were entrusted to me several 
years ago. 


In closing, I would like to take a minute to thank each and every person 
who made it a point to get involved with the Town of Meredith this year. Your 
assistance and valued points of view are truly appreciated by all of us that 
are charged with Public Safety.

INCLUDING WATER DEPARTMENT & SEWER DEPARTMENT 

1987 has proven to be a “‘banner year”’ for capital improvements. Witness- 
ing the actual construction of various projects that this office has promoted 
for a number of years has been a rewarding experience. 

Meredith is presently upgrading its Water System, expanding its Sewer 
System to protect Lake Waukewan and has resolved the Solid Waste Disposal 
issue. A Highway Improvement Plan is proposed for fiscal year 1988 in an 
effort to address that aspect of the Town’s infrastructure. 

Public Works projects implemented during this fiscal year included: 

a) asphalt overlaying on Meredith Neck Road, Cattle Landing Road, 

Powers Road, Hubbard Road, Eaton Avenue, Cataldo Road, Reser- 
voir Road, Arbutus Hill Road and Hatch Corner Road; 


b) drainage reconstruction on Water Street; 


c) reconstruction of the Water Street and High Street municipal parking 
lots; 


d) construction of the water storage reservoir; 

e) construction of the Lake Waukewan water treatment facility; 
f) completion of the water intake at Lake Waukewan; 

g) construction of the Eaton Parkway Sewer Project; 

h) construction of the Cotton Hill Road Sewer Extension; 


i) repairs of deficiencies discovered during our previous Sewer System 
Evaluation Survey; 


j) construction of Bachelder Hill Road (connecting Black Brook Road to 
the Old Roxbury Road); 


k) reconstruction of Oak Street; 


1) Pinnacle Park Road reconstruction (partial) ; 
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m) Fortier Hill Road reconstruction; 
n) Cotton Hill Road reconstruction (as related to sewer project) ; 
0) Pleasant Street/Barnard Ridge Road water and sewer extensions. 


In addition to administering the previously mentioned projects, the follow- 
ing objectives of this office have been achieved this year: 


a) sewer manhole inventory completed;

k) inventory of Community Water Supplies (in progress) ; 


1) policy established relative to retaining consultants for private develop- 
ment design review and construction inspection purposes.

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Public Works Report - 1987 


I assumed the position of Public Works Director for the Town of Meredith 
during the month of May, 1987. Since that time, the Public Works has been 
involved in numerous projects. Perhaps our most time consuming and signifi- 
cant project has been the coordination of Public Works, including the Refuse 
Facility Personnel, the new Transfer Station and numerous Solid Waste issues. 
With our annual increase of summer residents, the Refuse Facility was over- 
burdened. All Public Works employees were utilized in order to serve the 
townspeople. 


Also tied in with the Refuse Facility, was the problem of removing tires 
from the landfill area for transport to Connecticut for proper disposal. It is 
estimated that 25,000 tires were loaded for transport. This project is not yet 
complete and we anticipate continuing the project during 1988. 


Public Works hosted the first Hazardous Waste Day in Meredith. We 
assisted the Fire Department in this project. The day was a great success. 


Projects that were started immediately when I assumed the position, in- 
volved inventorying roads, drainage structures, sidewalks, striping and road 
signs. These inventories are continually being upgraded and updated, as a 
method of assessing the needs of the community. The inventories include in- 
formation such as condition of the road or structure, repairs necessary, and 
the approximate materials and manpower needed to bring it up to town 
standard. 


Employees have worked repairing and replacing several drainage struc- 
tures in the town. In addition, we have resolved several pending problem 
areas. 


Road maintenance was another big project this year. We cold patched 
and graded roads too numerous to list. As another segment of road repairs, 
we revised our Winter Maintenance plan in an effort to be cost effective and 
create more productivity. Striping is the third part of road maintenance. In 
June, we striped the Municipal parking lots along with the parking spaces 
throughout the town. 


We have a new sign machine at Public Works that is currently up and 
running. You may have noticed the new Street signs in Town. They were pro- 
duced at the Public Works by our own Town employees. During the spring 
of 1988, we will continue erecting new signs throughout the Town until every 
street is properly marked. 
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We have made improvements to Prescott Park & Childs Park facilities 
in conjunction with the Recreation Department. These repairs should prove 
very worthwhile when spring activities begin. 


I would like to offer a word of thanks to Public Works employees for their 
support and hard work during 1987. I look forward to 1988 and the accom- 
plishments I know we can make. I also want to thank the townspeople for 
their cooperation in a time of transition. It is much appreciated and I look 
forward to serving you in the New Year.

A review with a State Auditor representative on procedure and funds 
management was fruitful in that current operating procedures were con- 
firmed. Also, insight was obtained into areas which enhance the Commission’s 
efforts in the community. 


Three Commissioners attended the Lakes Region Planning Commission 
sponsored law lecture series. 


Under authority of RSA 36-A:2, a Task Force was formed to review open 
space resources for selection of appropriate areas for protection under the 
New Hampshire Land Conservation Investment Program. The Task Force 
is made up of property owners and representatives from various groups, the 
Board of Selectmen and Planning Board. 


The General Court has changed RSA 36-A allowing the Commission to 
have alternates. A search is underway to fill these vacancies. 


A Meredith teenager was sponsored at the Barry Conservation Camp in 
July. 


Dr. Harold L. Pierson, who has been a Commissioner for over ten years, 
has found the pressure of other commitments make it inappropriate at this 
time to continue on the Commission. Marilyn Plummer and Jonathon Halsey 
are new Commissioners. 


We participated with the Public Works Director in reviewing sites for loca- 
tion of a stump disposal area. 


Our Consulting Forester has provided us a Forest Management Plan for 
the Hamlin (Conservation/Recreation Area) Town Forest. The Plan has been 
reviewed with the Recreation Commission and a copy provided them. The 
Conservation Commission is negotiating with the Army Reserve Engineers 
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for a community service project for the initial phase of improving the Hamlin 
Town Forest. The Commission also was able to recover half the cost of the 
management plan through cost sharing. 


The Commission participated with other Town agencies in a Critical 
Watershed Inventory and Evaluation overview presented by the Belknap 
County Conservation District and USDA/SCS. 


A proposal has been sent to the Trust for New Hampshire Lands that ap- 
proximately 70 acres of land in the Town’s western sector be considered for 
acquisition and protection. 


We provided representation to the New Hampshire Association of Con- 
servation Commissions annual meeting. 


We have processed 80 Dredge and Fill Applications which is a 23% in- 
crease over 1986. 


Conservation easements covering approximately 150 acres, a part of the 
former Camp Waldron, have been accepted by the Town. This acreage will 
be preserved as open space in perpetuity.

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Lakes Region Planning Commission 
1987 


Matching the pace of development in the region during 1987, the Lakes 
Region Planning Commission increased local and regional planning services 
to Meredith and other communities. Thirty of the 32 municipalities in the 
region are now members of the LRPC, up from 28 last year. Town planners 
have been hired recently by Wolfeboro, Franklin and Belmont. Laconia has 
had a planner for some years. Alton uses an LRPC planner part-time. 
Meredith is considering a planner position. It is significant that towns with 
planners tend to make more, not less, use of LRPC resources than towns 
without planners. 


Meredith officials consulted LRPC planners during the year on a broad 
range of matters, including: 


- interpretation of state and town ordinances and regulations 

- recommendations for revision of zoning and subdivision ordinances 
and procedures; anticipated updating of the Master Plan 

- impact studies on development proposals before the Planning Board 

- solid waste management; Meredith and the LRPC hosted the first 
regional household hazardous waste clean-up day. Over 2000 gallons 
of toxic waste were collected. A Spring clean-up day is planned. 


High-priority regional projects addressed by the LRPC included: (1) up- 
dating the regional land use plan; (2) analysis of the highway network and 
commuting traffic patterns as part of a regional transportation study (N.H. 
Dept. of Transportation grant) ; (3) continuing historic preservation efforts; 
(4) environmental protection. 


Town officials participated again in the Municipal Law Lecture Series, 
organized by the NH Municipal Association and sponsored in this region by 
the LRPC. These lectures have highlighted increasing awareness among 
towns of their vulnerability to (a) the consequences of unmanaged growth, 
and (b) the legal complications and risks arising from uninformed actions 
and procedures. The LRPC also hosted workshops on fiscal and traffic im- 
pact studies for planning boards and prepared guidelines for water resource 
management and protection plans. A regional housing study is under way. 


Expanded LRPC services have been achieved through a two-year staff 
development program. The Commission now has the on-board capability to 
provide a higher volume of timely, reliable professional planning services 
than at any time in recent years. That capability has been enhanced and staff 
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efficiency measurably increased through acquisition of new high-speed 
microcomputer equipment. 


Federal funding sources continue to shrink. Since State statute requires 
delivery of specific services by regional planning agencies, the LRPC has 
relied on solid dues support from member communities to leverage substan- 
tial state funding, normally in the form of contracts for planning research 
products. This has enabled the LRPC to reverse a negative financial posi- 
tion and to hold town dues at the minimum level consistent with assurance 
of quality service.

The Meredith Planning Board has seen a change in the direction of 
development during 1987. 


In prior years we have had many seasonal oriented developments and 
up-scale commercial projects come before the Board. In addition, we had 
many developers attracted to the area because of the large amount of rural 
land available for quick subdivision. Hopefully, we have passed the era of 
strip development of back road lots. During 1987 we have seen a trend towards 
larger, year-round, residential development. These developments, in total, 
will start to put pressure on our core community facilities. Meredith, as many 
of us already know, is a nice place to live. The challenge for the future will 
be to provide housing and employment for all economic levels of our com- 
munity. This can be accomplished by providing an atmosphere for small in- 
dustries to locate in Meredith and for large developers to provide assistance 
in providing a variety of housing needs. It is important to accept the fact that 
we do not have to develop all of Meredith by 1990. We must plan for controll- 
ed, quality growth so our grandchildren will be able to say Meredith is a nice 
place to live. |

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Parks & Recreation Report 1987 


1987 proved to be a very busy year for the Meredith Parks & Recreation 
Department. 


One of the major goals of the Department is to provide a vast number 
of recreational opportunities for all age sectors in the community. Over 90 
activities were offered in 1987, with well over 5,000 participants taking ad- 
vantage of our offerings. The strong cooperation between various organiza- 
tions, including the Chamber of Commerce, the Friends of Recreation, the 
Community Action Program, the ILHS Student Council, the Kiwanis, the 
Lions, and the Rotary Club make everything possible. Local businesses, too 
numerous to mention, but certainly recognized, also assist in many areas of 
our programming. 


Highlighting the year briefly, the Department was pleased and proud to 
accept a programming award from the National Recreation and Parks 
Association for our Fun In The Sun day. We also added new programs in 1987, 
including T-Ball-Baseball, Pee Wee Soccer, Pee Wee Basketball and Yoga 
classes.

The Meredith Chamber of Commerce consists of 180 businesses who have 
joined together in an effort to promote the Meredith area as a destination 
point for tourists — not only during the busy summer season but during the 
off season as well. In 1987 the hours at the Information Booth were expanded 
to include daily operation during the foliage season. We will again be open 
on Saturdays through the winter season. Staffing the Information Booth this 
past year were Doris Stone, Hobie Stark, Diane Ruel, Alex Levy, and Dun- 
can McNeish. 


In 1987 the Chamber sponsored the Annual Christmas Decorating Con- 
test, the Lakes Region Fine Arts and Crafts Festival, the Spring Social, and 
the Annual Fourth of July Fireworks Display and we worked closely with the 
Parks and Recreation Department in promoting Old Home Days. We provided 
funds for the wreaths which decorated the telephone poles and the lights at 
Hesky Park during the Christmas season.

The major promotional effort is the publication of a brochure designed 
to attract people to Meredith. This year, with the help of a $15,000 matching 
grant from the N.H. Travel Council we were able to change the format of the 
brochure and increase the distribution. 100,000 copies of a four color brochure 
were printed and distributed through the Lakes Region Association and the 
American Brochure Co.

Lakes Region General Hospital is a voluntary, non-profit corporation ac- 
credited by the Joint Commission on Accreditation of Hospitals. Over 500 In- 
corporators elect 15 Trustees to oversee the operation of the hospital; 97 of 
these Incorporators are from Meredith. This past year, the Chairman of the 
Board of Trustees was a Meredith resident. 


There were 6987 admissions during the fiscal year of 1987; 586 were 
Meredith residents. Over 22,000 individuals were seen in the Emergency/Out 
Patient Departments during the fiscal year 1987; approximately 1850 were 
from Meredith. There were 686 births at LRGH during this fiscal year; 45 
were from Meredith. A significant number of this hospital’s over 600 
employees come from Meredith, as well as a good number of the hospital’s 
dedicated volunteers. Meredith is truly a part of Lakes Region General 
Hospital. 


Lakes Region General Hospital is always concerned with providing quali- 
ty care at reasonable cost. June 24, 1987, Lakes Region Walk-In Care opened 
adjacent to the hospital Emergency Department. This service was developed 
to provide prompt, convenient, quality care for minor medical problems. By 
December 31, 1987, 5357 patients had taken advantage of this new service, 
a goodly number were from Meredith. 


Lakes Region General Hospital had other firsts in 1987. A new fixed CT 
Scanner was put into service in January. A permanent pad for mobile units 
was constructed to allow Lakes Region General Hospital to take advantage 
of future mobile technology, and in June, a mobile unit for Magnetic 
Resonance Imaging (MRI) was added to further increase the diagnostic 
capabilities here at LRGH. In December of 1987, a mobile Lithotripter unit, 
which is used to remove kidney stones without surgery, was added to the list 
of services LRGH is able to provide. 


Lakes Region General Hospital continues to attract new physicians, partly 
because of the progressive facility and partly because of the lifestyle this area 
can offer. Meredith plays a big role in both. 


The Town of Meredith has always been generous with their Hospital. As 
always, the Trustees, Physicians and Staff are grateful and wish to express 
their thanks to the people of the Town of Meredith for their continued support.

Childs Park Renovations in Meredith Center 
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Inter-Lakes Day Care Center 
And Nursery School 


The year 1987 was a very busy year, and will long be remembered as the 
year the pipes froze in February on Washington’s Birthday. 


During 1987 the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center served 166 children from 
125 families. The total number of children served rose another 13% from the 
previous year due to the great number of working mothers. The Inter-Lakes 
Day Care Center, Inc. is a private, non-profit, fully licensed, tax-exempt child 
care program incorporated in October 1971, and governed by a volunteer 
Board of Directors comprised of community citizens and parents. Our school 
is open on a year-round basis from 6:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. making it possible 
for parents to maintain employment. As a participant in the New Hampshire 
Child Care Food Program sponsored by USDA 9,618 hot lunches, 2,703 
breakfasts, and 18,581 snacks were served during the year. 


Our goals and primary responsibilities to working families are to pro- 
vide a stimulating atmosphere with a program of social, emotional, physical, 
and cognitive development for ages three through twelve. The children receive 
creative and educational experiences, field trips, weekly movies, and many 
other enrichment activities. In addition, we provide a full range of services 
of health care, nutrition, dental care and screening, vision and hearing screen- 
ing, child behavior and development with parenting education and resource 
availability for the entire family. 


Programs offered include full and part time child care, a Nursery School 
Program open to children of non-working parents, a Seven-Upper Program 
for school children before and after school and during vacation, individual- 
ized special needs for handicapped children or those in protection from abuse 
and neglect. For the fourth year we are sponsoring a network of licensed 
Family Day Care Homes receiving federal reimbursement from USDA by 
serving nutritious meals and snacks while providing care for children of work- 
ing parents in their homes. We currently have 26 homes under this program. 


The total budget of the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center for 1988 is $193,354. 
Of this we will be receiving in tuition paid by parents $128,254, $7,200 from 
N.H. Child Care Food Program (USDA), $7,700 from N.H. Child Care Food 
Program (USDA) for sponsorship of Family Day Care Homes, and $4,000 from 
Lakes Region United Way. This also includes the following: $46,200 of which 
$27,000 is Title XX and $19,200 which must be raised in local funding under 
Title XX.

Center and Nursery School at 11 Lang Street in Meredith.

AGENCY PROGRAMS AND SERVICES: 


Lakes Region Family Service Association, Inc. is a social service agen- 
cy, offering a counseling and a domestic violence program to residents of the 
Lakes Region. The agency is staffed by Master’s level counselors who work 
in conjunction with a consulting psychologist. The agency is governed by a 
local volunteer Board of Directors. 


The agency’s family counseling program includes individual adult, 
couples, child/adolescent/family counseling services. In 1986, the agency 
began offering psychological evaluation services through Leo R. Sandy, Ed.D. 


The agency offers groups and workshops which include groups for 
children of divorced parents, a group for adult women who were sexually abus- 
ed as children, groups for adult children of alcoholics and Assertiveness Train- 
ing. We also are particularly pleased with our success in providing a Parent- 
ing Education Program, which began in 1986; the Program involves a ten 
(10) to twelve (12) session course, teaching parents child development prin- 
ciples and problem solving skills. Thus far, approximately seventy-five (75) 
people have attended this course, which has been repeated three (3) times. 


Since 1981, Lakes Region Family Service has offered emergency and 
rehabilitative services to victims of family violence. Our emergency services 
include a 24 hour crisis line, transportation, advocacy, and a shelter for abused 
women and their children (The Brewer House). The agency also counsels all 
members of the violent family and provides a support group for battered 
women. The shelter for abused women opened in January, 1986 and served 
thirty-two (32) women and forty-eight (48) children in its first full year of 
operation. 


Residents of Meredith are served by both our family counseling and our 
domestic violence programs. The agency staffs a one day a week satellite 
office in Meredith in the Meredith Congregational Church; Meredith residents 
are seen there and in our main office in the Belknap Mill in Laconia.

Meredith Historical Society 


The Meredith Historical Society was organized in 1950. The object of the 
Society was for the purpose of collecting, preserving, writing and publishing 
anything of value to the history of Meredith and to preserve books, relics or 
articles relating to the history of the Town. 


Meetings are usually held in the Museum, formerly the Oak Hill Church, 
on the Winona road, unless otherwise specified, on the first Tuesday of the 
month, April through December. 


The maintenance of this nonprofit organization and its Museum is sup- 
ported by dues, sales of Historical publications and an annual “Indoor Yard 
and Food Sale’. The Museum is open each Saturday afternoon, 1 to 4 p.m. 
in July and August and at other times by appointment. Member volunteers 
act as hosts. Many genealogy questions are answered through the members. 
The members are always glad to cooperate with the schools in bringing a 
greater knowledge of the Town to the students. 


The Museum Building, built about 1802, is now listed in the National 
Register of Historical Buildings. The foundation of the main building was 
repaired early this past summer. 


The Society is a member of the Association of Historical Societies of New 
Hampshire and several of their meetings have been attended by members. 
During this past year a new booklet was published, ‘‘Reminiscences of 
Meredith’. This included some writings that were done in the Bicentennial 
of 1976. It is a collection of interesting bits of history by local people in this 
Town. Sales have been excellent and it is hoped another booklet may be the 
objective at some future date. 


The April meeting, held in the Congregational Church Hall included a 
potluck supper, followed by an excellent program by the Video Club of the 
Elementary School. This was headed by Mr. Stephen Kelly, assistant prin- 
cipal. In May the Society met at Hart’s Restaurant, enjoying their hospitali- 
ty with a program on the history of that establishment. 


During the year, the members have enjoyed some excellent programs: 
‘““\ Walk through time in the White Mountains” by Billee Hornbeek and 
‘Parlor Music’ by Lawrence Leonard. In August the members and many 
guests met at the Meredith Center Church for an especially informative pro- 
gram, a history of that part of Town, its former mills, school, Church and 
Grange was given by different persons. In October, the Bicentennial Constitu- 
tion Committee joined the Society in producing the program, an interesting 
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account of the ‘‘Constitution’’ and its making and seeing the movie ‘“‘The Close 
Shave’. 


The Museum has received, with great appreciation, many gifts during 
the year, books, pictures and articles of historical value. More people have 
visited the Museum and enjoyed the many items on display. It is hoped this 
number will increase, also as members of the Society. Whether a native, a 
long term resident or short term resident, this is your Town and this Society 
is a part of it and the life here. All meetings are open to the public. Anyone 
interested in the Town and its history is cordially invited to join the Society.

New Water Plant Building 
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Meredith Street Numbering 
Committee Report 


In the fall of 1987, Richard Fleming and Rudy VanVeghten were appointed 
to co-chair the Meredith Street Numbering Committee. Following organiza- 
tional meetings in November, the committee was expanded to include Robert 
Hartson, Paul Lessard, Police Chief John Curran and Fire Chief Fred Copp. 
Several meetings were held during January and February to prepare a war- 
rant article for the 1988 Town Meeting. 


Our investigation into street numbering has included a survey of several 
communities who have numbering systems either existent or under develop- 
ment. These have ranged from towns whose officials sprung street numbers 
on their residents by surprise, to towns whose residents petitioned their Town 
Meeting for funds to number their streets in order to circumvent frequent 
postal address changes. In some towns, numbering systems are enforced by 
ordinance with fines up to $100. In others, no ordinances were used. 


Professional advice and cost estimates have also been sought out by the 
committee. These sources have indicated that street numbering is becom- 
ing a popular trend in New England towns. The professionals we contacted 
generally agree that numbering should be done on a linear footage increment 
(usually 50 or 100 feet) and should be tied in with the town’s tax maps. There 
are over 150 miles of town-maintained, state and private roads in Meredith, 
about 200 roads in all, plus many inhabited islands. In all, there are about 
2,800 buildings which would need numbering if Meredith adopts a number- 
ing system. 


At present the committee is leaning toward a uniform numbering plan 
based on a 50-foot increment. This should accommodate most of the town’s 
present buildings and adapt well to future development. It is the feeling of 
the committee that a numbering system in Meredith should be implemented 
without an ordinance or legal penalty for non-compliance. The built-in 
penalties of not numbering one’s home (e.g. difficulty by the fire department 
in locating an unfamiliar house) should stimulate sufficient acceptance to 
make the system work. 


Linked to the committee’s work in street numbering is inventorying town 
roads. Duplicate names cause nightmares to emergency personnel in police, 
fire and rescue departments. We are currently trying to collect road lists from 
the town, fire department and post office to see what names are duplicated. 
Some will without doubt need to be changed. It is the intent of the committee 
that a public hearing will be held before any changes are adopted. 
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Approval of the warrant article submitted for the 1988 Meredith Town 
Meeting will allow the committee to proceed with its work in obtaining a firm 
to develop a numbering system for Meredith. It is our hope to present the 
1989 Town Meeting with a complete package, including street names and 
numbers, for final approval by the town legislature.

1987 Assessor’s Report 


The complete reappraisal of all properties in the Town was conducted 
by the M.M.C., Inc. Appraisal Company from Chelmsford, Massachusetts this 
past year. 


Looking back to the Assessor Report of 1983 when the last revaluation 
was completed, the Assessor at that time had processed 243 appeals from 
citizens, about 5% of the total number of property owners. This reappraisal 
we processed 648 appeals or about 12%. The Town’s equalization ratio is 96% 
as determined by the State Department of Revenue Administration. 


With the complete reappraisal ongoing this past year, the Assessor’s Of- 
fice has been very active. I hope we have been able to give all citizens the 
time and consideration you should expect from the Assessor’s Office. 


The reappraisal was completed later than planned and with two infor- 
mal review hearings held, the tax bills were sent out in early November.

Also, in our opinion, the 
combining fund financial statements referred to above present fairly the finan- 
cial position of each of the funds of the Town of Meredith, New Hampshire, 
at December 31, 1986, and the results of operations of such funds for the year 
then ended, in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles ap- 
plied on a basis consistent with that of the preceding year. 


Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the 
general purpose financial statements taken as a whole and on the combining 
fund financial statements. The accompanying financial information listed as 
supporting schedules in the table of contents is presented for purposes of ad- 
ditional analysis and is not a required part of the financial statements of the 
Town of Meredith, New Hampshire.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Fifty- 
Eight Thousand Dollars ($58,000.00) for the purpose of improvements to Bon- 
ney Shores Drive and accept Bonney Shores Drive thereafter as a public way 
to be maintained by the Town of Meredith, to be reimbursed as a betterment 
assessment. (Petitioned by ten or more legal voters.) 


ARTICLE 40 
To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of Ten Thousand 
Dollars ($10,000.00) for the Conservation Fund to promote the better utiliza- 
tion of our natural resources and for the protection of watershed resources 
in the town. (Petitioned by ten or more legal voters.) 


ARTICLE 41 

To see if the Town will vote to designate Quarry Road from N.H. Route 
25 to S3-5 as Scenic under the provisions of RSA 231:157 and RSA 231: 158 for 
the purposes of protecting and enhancing the scenic beauty of Meredith, N.H. 
and further that the Selectmen of said Meredith, N.H. shall, regarding such 
road designated as Scenic, file the appropriate request for suspension of 
specifications when making application to the Commissioner of Public Works 
and Highways for Town Road Aid funds under RSA 235:28. (Petitioned by 
ten or more legal voters.) 


ARTICLE 42 

To see if the Town will vote to establish a Land Acquisition Capital 
Reserve Fund as authorized in RSA 35:1, III-a, for the purpose of acquiring 
agricultural, conservation or recreation land or interest in land for perma- 
nent agricultural, conservation or recreation use and to appoint the Select- 
men as agents for the Town for purposes of approval of the expenditure of 
said funds and appropriate One Dollar ($1.00) plus an amount equal to the 
cash received during the current year by the Town from the Land Use Change 
Tax. Said fund may be used as local matching funds required under the New 
Hampshire Land Conservation Investment Program RSA 221-A. Land or in- 
terest in land acquired under this Act shall be approved by a majority vote 
at any special or regular Town Meeting. (Petitioned by ten or more legal 
voters. ) 
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ARTICLE 43 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed 
Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) to continue the work of the Meredith Street 
Numbering Committee in preparing a street numbering system for the Town 
of Meredith in accordance with the provisions of RSA 31:4, and a road inven- 
tory list which will be examined in an effort to eliminate duplicate street 
names. Said street numbering system and road inventory list shall be 
presented for acceptance to the 1989 Meredith Town Meeting. 


ARTICLE 44 
To see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions of RSA 149-M:13 to 
enable the Town of Meredith, Board of Selectmen, to make by-laws govern- 
ing the Solid Waste Facility and to establish rates. 


ARTICLE 45 
To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell and transfer 
title to all real estate taken by the Town in default of redemption or from any 
Tax Sale or Tax Lien upon such conditions as they shall see fit.
